She resembled her mother 
in impulsiveness and her 
futher in intellect, — Not 
only did she read = Marx's 
Das Kapital but she sent an 
MP she knew to interview 
the author. The report was 
favourable: “No truce of 
bitterness or savagery. os 
It will not be he who will 
turn the world upside 
down,” Victoria was not 
convinced. 

Like her mother, 
adored and ruled her hus- 
band, and quarrelled with 
her eldest son. Tn her case, 
the Curse of the House of 
Guelph, by which one 
generation is at odds with 
the generation before — it, 
had acquired an added tine- 
ture of malignance.

When Bils- 
marck establish a few colonics 
in Africa, she wrote from Pots- 
dam to her mother; “I do not 
wonder that our British Colonles 
are enraged by this ridiculous 
holsting of the Gerroan flag in 
all korts of places, It js too 
senscless,* 

The German Junkers had 
feared her Englishaess, She did 
everything she could to justify 
thelr alarm, Her husband, heir 
to the German throne, was 
excluded from the highest dis- 
cussions of policy. She was 
called a spy by Bismarck. Wil- 
Jlam, her oan, broke with 
his parents, jutned 
Junkers’ party and 
the Tsur: “Do not le 
alurmed by anything you hear 
from my futher, He jx under 
my mother's thumb and she, in 
turn, is guided by the Queen of 
England, 

Readers of Count Corti's book 
will not doubt that there was 
fome truth in the charge. The 
royalties of that era, interlocked 
by marriages, plagued by their 
own headstrong, emotional 
natures, were in chains to the 
force which they embodied — 
oaticnallem,

The officers iq Nassct's anny 
despised the men, ‘Explanaticn 
of a Licut,-col. Neguib for his 
failure to resist concluded: 
“Point throe — my men are co 
good,” The men distrusted the 
oMcers. It would be hard to say 
which party was the more 
justified in its feeling. 

. So when Egyptian officers said, 
in effect: “The enemy ts upca 
us fice!" the men buried their 
ualferms: in tho sand, took off 
thelr army boots and left at a 
sharp trot for home. 

The Israclia were better in 
handling mecheaical objects like 
ocroplanes, trucks end mach'ne 
guns, Two years’ = rianiug, 
Henriques recalls, co Israclh 
passed out top at cu RAF flying 
school, while an Egyptlon passed 
out bottom.

Isrnel took civilicns from their 
homes and launched them Into 
battle In ‘afentry brigades four 
days ater. Sho committed 
reserve Armoured brigades with- 
in six days of mobilisaticn. She 
used two methods of mobilisa- 
tlon—“silent” (by word of 
mouth) and radio (broadcasting 
code mames for cach group as it 
was Called up). 

If the driver of a requisitioned 
civiticna vehicle wanted to go lo 
the war with his truck, he could 
do so, ao matter how old he 
was. Isracl’s methods of convert-
